A Number of Idves Sacrillced on Account of 
a Jciiluua Mexicau. 

San Jose, Cal., July 7.— a troRody, re- 
sulting in the (le;ilh of two men and the 
woiiiidiiig of a policciiiiui, occurred at six 
o'clock this inoniing. A year ago, Merano 
Solo cut Iii3 wife fearfully, at Soledad, and 
escaped. The woman recovered. A reward 
wai ufl'cred for ,Soto, but ho eluded the of- 
licoi-H. .Mrs. Solo camo to this city, a few 
nimilhs ago, and opened a boarding house. 
Her lodger.s word Mexicans, mostly wood- 
chojipers. This moniing, Soto called at the 
liouac. Tho woiniin uaw iiim from the win- 
dow as ho eiitorcd the front yard, and es- 
caped by a buck way. Solo then came 
around tho buck way, entered tho house, 



saw a Mexican in the roonv and fired at 
him. The Mexican escaped by the window. 
Soto went to another room in front of 
the house, apparently looking for 
his wifo with hia smoking pistol in hand. 
A lodger named Nicholas Smith was iu the 
room holding the door on the in- 
side. Soto fired through the door, 
shooting Smith through the heart. 
Ho pushed the door open and 
seeing the corpse, left the house and started 
down the street. He was a block away 
when Officers Kdwards and Monahan 
reached the aeeue. "There he goes" some- 
one cried. An ofScer started after him. 
When within half a block he reopened 
fire, and many shots wore exchanged. 
Soto ran ihto a small shanty and got under 
the bod. Kdwards had exbiiustetl his iiin- 
miuiitioii and was wounded in the arm. 
He. secured a rillo from a house neurliy 
the oflice, shot through the door and the 
])arlition under tho bed. Solo returned 
the tire, but finally shouted that ho gave 
up. He was dragged from under the bed 
riddlc<l with bullets, and died in a few 
minutes. The ollicer's injury was not 
severe. Soto was one of the most dcs 
perate characters in tho state. Smith, who 
was killed by Soto, was iiii iiioireiisive wood 
chopper, and leaves a wife uad child.

SACRIFICE OK IKFANT LIKE. 

PiiiMiNiniAM, July 7. — Coroner ^^'eeks 
has caused a sensation in the city by de- 
claring that the sacrifice of infant life is 
appalling, and that the chief causes of the 
evil iire the ignorance or neglect of mothers 
and fathers. Above all, he calls attention 
to the number of cases of so calkd acciden- 
tal overlaying in bed, by which hundrcd.-i 
ot infants perish annually. Hardly a day 
passe3, he says, without one or more ciuscs 
coming to the notice of tho authorities. 
It is doubtful if any largo pro- 
portion of such casus arc really 
accideiiliil, but, at best, tlu-y show careless- 
ness and indiU'ei cticc to cisiialtRs. Ajniy 
in one tuicii c.iso, lo-d i y, bfoiiglil in a ver- 
dict with a rider attached, in which they 
allude to t'lie liei[Ucncy of deaths from neg- 
lect, or worse, on the part of parents, anil 
urge that the law be nuule more struigeiit, 
wiih a view to abating the evil. It is hoped 
that the action of the coroner and the jury, 
taken together, niny lead to some-ino'VetTiunt 
which will be effectual in bringing kbout a 
reform of the crying evil referred to.

WAsniKGTO.v, July 7.— What is probably 
the last act in the career of the trade dollar, 
waa begun this week, when the mints of the 
United States began preparations for coin- 
ing the trade dollar bullion now on deposit 
into sUiiidard silver dollars. This bullion 
represents less than 20 per cent, oi the trade 
dolhirs ispued by the Government in ten 
years, during which the law authorizing 
their coinage was in force. The total is.sue 
of trade dollars was nearly HO.OOO.OOO. 
They were authorized in IS".'), at the time 
when the coinage of the Btamlard dollar was 
suspended, and they were inteiidid solely 
for tX[iort to China and Japan, where they 
svere ncc-icil in carrying on the trade of the 
I'aeilic I'oast .Sl ates. They were iiiadeof l'J) 
grains silver, III) line, which is the iiritish 
ataniliird in China. They were niaile lc);al 
teuiier for th^'ir face value in miiis not ex-

After that the only coinage wa.s (if 
"proof pieces," which were issuuil from the 
Philadelphia mint. There were more thuu 
six thousand of thoni. Great pressure was 
brought to bear upon Congress by mcr- 
elianis, and i specially by speculators who 
had purcliiiscd hu ge numbers of these trade 
iluUarB, to have them redeemed at their 'ace 
value. As a leHult of this procedure, Cim- 
giess, in .March, IK77, passed a law provid- 
ing for exchange for coin at their face value 
for sl iiiilaid silver dollars, if preaentcd 
w it hill si.\ nioni lis. This was intended for 
protcelion of domeslic holders of these 
coins. The director of tin' mint, when aslied 
to make an estimate of the nnniber of trade 
dollars which would probably be preseiilid 
under this act, that is, tlie number which 
was then in ilomeHtic circulation, said 
that he thought there were about seven 
luillimi <if them. When the law went 
into effect, a number of speculators got to- 
gether all coins they could in China and 
,iii]ian, and imported them in time to pre- 
sent them for redeni])tioii at the treasury. 
There were H.'flh.Kil of these coins imported, 
during six months, of wdiieli fi7r),0S,'i came 
through the jiort of San I'ranoisco. The 
total number redeemed under the act, was 
of 7,8,^i), O.'JU wdiich, counting tlioHe which 
came through the ])ort of New York, tia 
belonging to domestic owners, made the 
estimate of the mint bureau within 
l.'!'.)5;j. Of 'the final redemption 
of the other twenty-eight million 
it is known that a number have been pre- 
sented at the Treasury department from 



time to time <nd sold aa silver bullion. 
The government lias purchased these just a.s 
it would purchase any other silver bullion, 
at the market rate. There were neatly a 
million of these dollars presented and sold 
as bullion before the pasaago of the act of 
1877, and most of Iheao came from the 
hands of disgusted speculators _ who had 
given up all hope of any act being passed 
by Congress for the redemption of these 
coins. It is understood that the twenty-six 
millions now in circulation are not all in 
China and Japan, but that a great many 
are owned by speculators in this country, 
who still have hopes that the government 
will, some day, take further steps for the 
redemption of them.

HARBOR IMPROVBMEST. 

Tho Derocheiise Drpdeter and Eockcatter. Its 
Cost iind Capiiclty. 

Among the pamphlets issuotl by tho Bri- 
tish Institution of Civil Engineers, is one on 
" the removal of rock, under water, without 
exiilosives," by Frctleriok Lobnitz. In his 
paper he described what is known as the 
Lobnitz system, which consists in letting 
fall a heavy, suitably shaped mass, on the 
surface of the rocV. This completely shat- 
ters It und avoids tho dangers of blasting 
aod unforeseen delays. 'J'ho system was in- 
vented by .Mr. Henry Lobnitz, shipbuilder, 
of Renfrew, Scotland, in view of the rock 
cxcivation necessitated by tho deep- 
ening and widening of tho Suez 
canal, through the strata of rock between 
the Kitter Lakes and Suez, which had to be 
done under water, w ithout intercepting or 
endangering the iiiceKsant truHic passing 
along the canal. An rx pci inii'iit ivitli a 
Hleel pointed rock cutter, weighing two 
tons, was made near Kiliiibuigli, being 
raised by a steam winch on a frame, liken 
pile engine running on rails. With a fall 
of about IS feel, over fon: cubic feet <if rock 
wire ilis'o Igcd, on tht" average, ]K;r blow. 
Tills, hiiwev.'r, was on land, hut striking 
lilow.s out of si^lit, uniler water in an un- 
known surface, materially nio<lilie(l the con 
dilioiis ; nevertheless, llie " I)(-roelieu.se," 
the lirsl rock-cnlting machine built, fully 
eonlirmcd the expectations of the inventor. 
.She steaiii?d out to I'ort Said from the 
Clyde, arriving safely, though she encoun- 
tered severe gales. 

Tlio machine was cf|uipped with five 
steol-poinlcd rock culling rams, each 
weighing four tuns, and arranged in lino on 
each side the central well, through which 
tho Inickots lift the cniahed rock, lly- 
iliaulic power raises the ranis to a lieiglit of 
from tive to twenty feet, whence they arc 
let fall on the rook. Dredging machinery 
adapted to lifting broken rock is provided, 
tho vessel moving over the surface in a 
series of arcs by independent winch motion 
at ritnged for swinging thu vessel from side 
to side, pivoting on a stcol mooring pile, 
which goes down through tho hull and rests 
on tho rock. 

It is thought that, in view of the im- 
inonsn aiiunint of rockwork that is involved 
ill tho improvcinont of the harbor of Vic- 
toria, the Lobnitz apparatus is the one

which would bo most efToctive, am"! 
when not required here eoulil be ntili/.ed 
at other points. Delivered in Vielnriii, and 
ready to conimeiiee operalions, a triple roch 
cutter, with spare gear, the necessary

IN ITS TRUE COLORS. 

Tho Times hus abandoncil the contention 
that the Trustees cou III deal witli the mat- 
ter in dispute between tho Superintendent 
of Kdiication and tho Principal of the Higli 
School. It has found out that it did not 
understand either the School Act or the 
Bules and Begulations. It baa, at last, 
thrown off all disguises and all pretences, 
and it impudently proceeds to try tlie .Super- 
intendent, having heard onlyonesido of the 
•case, and it coolly asks us to join 
it in the iniquituous and indecent worlt it 
iiaa undertaken. What can be more iu- 
iquiluoua and indecent than to condemn a 
mian unheard? The Times, too, makes it- 
-self utterly ridiculous in undertaking to 
try a case which it is in uo sense ooinpetent 
•io consider and adjudicate upon. A cap 
and bells and a coat of motley is the proper 
garb for such a judge. Tliere is » coui- 
peteut and constitutional tribunal be- 
fore which Mr. McLcod'a complaint 
<jan be niado. Tho Times scornfully 
repudiates that tribunal on the ground 
of alleged partiality. It is, our 
contemporary contcnda, prejudiced against 
Mr. McLeod and will not treat him fairly, 
^and then after having said any number of 
lunjust and malicious things against the 
.Superintendent of Kducatiou, it solemnly 
niouuts tho judgnitiit .nat and oalls upou 
tho parties to appear before it. 
Even if the Superinteudeut were 
weak and fooliah enough to acknow- 
ledge the authority of his self-constituted 
judge what kind of treatment could lie ex-

accuser all in one'; If evei a newspaper made 
a fool of itself the Times haa done so in this

Those who counselled violence or coun- 
tenanced violence found tliemselves no- 
where. Tho men who sympathised with 
tho atrilicra wore as loud in demanding that 
the law be enforced and peace maintained 
as were tboso who sided with tho employ- 
ers. The consequence was that tho dis- 
turbances ceased, and both tho men and 
employers began to think how an amicable 
sottlement could be made. Tlie negotia- 
tions, it is ploiisaut to tiiid, are likely to be 
auccesaful and the prospect is that the labor 
trotiblea in the Slate of WuHliingloii will 
.soon come to nn end. 



A oooD mi:asuhe. 

Wo are glad to see that tho Government 
hua decided to give the people of tho North- 
west Territories a greater ineusuro of sclf- 
Koverninent. .Men of the Aiiglo-S.i.\on race 
cainiol be kept long in leuiliug airings. As 
soon as they feel tlieir freedom curtailed 
and their liberty of action restricted, they 
become restive, and even when no great iu- 
coineiiitiico is felt and no injury done tlieni 
they growl and grumble and become exceed- 
ingly hard to manage. It staiida to reason, 
too, that t'.ie settlers ill llie Nortliwcal are 
better able to manage their own allairs than 
the officials of the Department of the Inter- 
ior. Their Govornuiont should 'le rcspnn- 
.aible to them, and tho will of the inajoiily 
iif their representatives aliould jirevail. 
Tliere are important ijuestioiis wliieli the 
peo]>le of tlie Northucst should be allowed 
to decide fur iheni.selvea without dicta- 
tion from Dttawa or anywhere else. The 
sehoel (juestion, the proliibilioti (lurstioii, 
tho tuMguago question, tho (inestion of the 
expenditure of public monies, all demand 
iimnediale settlenuiit, and it is of greit 
i iiipnrlance tliat they should be settled in 
acjoi (liiiice with the will of tho people them- 
selves. If the Hon. Mr. Dewdney's bill is 
really as liberal as we are led to conclude 
from the report of our Ottawa correspon- 
dent, and if it is suited to the present con- 
dition of the Territories, he will not only 
do iiuieh to advance the interests of that 
part of the Dominion, but he will take a 
higher rank among Dominion statesmen. 
He is now laying the foundation of what all 
believe will become a large and influential 
commonwealth, sud if his measure does jus 
tico and promotes harmony now, and pre- 
vents (lifTiculties and disagreements here- 
after, its introducer will be regarded as one 
of Canada's greatest benef<ictor8< 



A LAW-ABIDINO COMMUNITY. 

vVVo are glad to see that the measures 
lalten by the (loverninciil of the .Stale 
Washington to put a stop to disorder, and 
to preserve the peuco, promise to bo fol- 
lowed by the best resulla. The authorities 
wore rather slow in moving, but when they 
did take action they were resolute and en- 
ergetic. They bad, too, as we knew, the 
.greai; majority of the people on their side. 
The proiuoter.s of disorder in that State ilid 
not not know how weak thoy were until 
the disturbances at tho coal mines became 
.aerioua. As soon as the people were con- 
-vinced that tho dispute between the minera 
at work and tho ndnera out of work would 
lead to disorder, in which life and iiropcily 
wouM bo in danger, they wiili one voice do- 
jnanded that they should l>o disarmed. 
Tho pres-i, of both piriies, gave forcible ex- 
pression to the general feeling. The follow- 
ing article f.oin tho .Seattle Telegraph in a 
apeomioii of h6w tho question was treated 
by tho respectable proas of tho State. It 
said : 

" It is not a question whether this or that 
gan ' of armed men Is willing to give up its 
Srms. There is uo need of parleying with 
these mobs, for lhat is all thoy are, no mat- 
ter what they call themselves or are called 
by their employers. Tho State is not to 
uiako treaties with theao luw-breakers. The 
governor has given plain instructions that 
they must lay down their arms or bo dis- 
armed by the militia. Tho State's author- 
ity must be iiromplly recognized and obey- 
eel or enforced. 1 f necessary, martial law 
ca)i b'3 proclaimed in llie diaallected regions 
until obedience is secured. If necessary, 
force must be employed, and whoso rcaiats 
or ouoourages lesistanco will invito deaUuc- 
tlon. Auy individuals or gauga who put 
■ themselves In an attitude of rabelhonagalnst 



A PRACTICAL STATJiSMAX. 

The advocates of Imperial Federation 
hare hitherto rather prided themselves on 
being indeCnite and unpractical. Tiicy 
huYe invariably dealt in generalities which 
have not always been glittering, and the 
picture ivhieli they have drawn of the 
future of the ICmpire has been so dim and 
indistinct that ordinary people can make 
neither head nor tail of it. The fed'sriitcd 
Empire is therefore still without form and 
void, and it hus remained in this chaotic 
condition so long that very many doubt 
whether it is possible to give it shape and to 
make it practiciible. Notwithstaiid ng the 
general scepticism and the almost universal 
demand for something practical, tho 
Federationists, great and small, boast that 
they have no cut and dried scheme to ofTcr 
the people of Great Britain and her depeu- 
tlencies. 

It is difficult to .see what virtue there is 
in advocating a sclienie, year after year, of 
which its promoters dare not venture to tay 
anything practicable or definite. Lord 
Salisbury seems to bo of this opinion, for 
two or three weeks ago, in reply to a ilepu- 
tatiou of tho Jinjierial Federation I>eague 
who waited upon biin " to urge the convoca- 
tion at the etulieat timely (late of a 
coiifereiic'j of the self-KOveming coun- 
tries of the Knipire, to cooaider the 
iiuestion of securing to them a real and ef- 
fective share in the privileges and responsi- 
bilities of a united Empire, under conditions 
whicli are consistent with the present jioli- 
tical constitution of the United Kingdom, 
and with the self-government possessed by 
the colonies," he said : 

" 1 quite think that no grave decision in 
referenee to tho relations between the col- 
onies of this country ought to be ttiken 
could be taken, without persomd coiiimi 
cation with the statesmen who guide tlio 
colonies in those mutters. l!ut 1 wmild 
venture to lay down, also, as a maxim, that 
wo could not call them fioin theii munieni- 
ous associations to put them to uU the dilli 
cully, and all the labor, and all tho co.st of 
coming lo this end of the world, uuli ss ae 
are prepared to lay before them, for discus 
sion, some definite scheme of our own. I 
do not nay such a scheme that we must 
adopt it with a resolution not to recede from 
it. It is not to bo an unalterable doterniin- 
alioii, but I think it would bo a frivolity, 
aliiicisl aiiiountiiig to an insult, to ask those 
state.sincii lo i;oiiie togellier, bere, witlioiil 
any delinilo iih a of what ought lo be done, 
merely in lh(t bo|ie that some scliemu would 
generate itae-lf fioiu the contact (jf so many 
(listinguiabed iiiiiida. We not venture to 
Ireit foriMgii countries in such ,i way. If 
ymi siiiunion a cuiiference you h ivc alw;iys 
.some pi ojiosition to make lo that coufer- 
eiice ; you may not he certain that 
you will carry it; you may he 
piepivri'd lo iiiako greai coiieessionB, 
great m. diiicitiMis but it would bi; an in 
suit to aiiniiii' u a ecnilereiiee and lo liavc 



erationirits will, if thoy are wise, take 
Lord Salisbury's advice Md-netj. npon his 
suggestion. They will abandon tho glory 
argument and leave off speechifying and 
prepare theniselvea to show tho world how 
Imperial Federation can be brought about, 
and how the Empire can be ke]^t together 
when it is federated. . _ 

Lord Salisbury told tlie Federutionista 
that they hud two problems to solve : How 
can u Customs union of the different parts 
of tho Empire be brought about, and how 
can they unite for military purposes ? Those 
two unions, he believes, are iiuliapensible — a 
union for commercial purposes an<l a union 
for military purposes. The members of 
the Imperial Federation must trade freely 
with one another, and thoy nmst fight aide 
by side against the common enemy. In- 
deed, the Federated Empire can have no 
other enemy than a ciniinion eueiny. The 
enemy of one of its members must be the 
enemy of ull its inombera. The necessity of 
union for purposes of defence is every your 
becoming more urgent. The science which 
aiinihiliiles distance makes the remote parts 
of the lOinpire ahnoat aa liable lo attack ua 
those which are neirest it.s centre. But 
union for military pmposes involves aparti- 
cipition of all parts of the Kmpire in the 
control of its foreign policy. And hero wo 
find oui-scItcs face to face with dilliculties, 
and complieationa, and perplexities, which 
may bewilder the wisest and daunt tho 
most courageous of the aubjects of Qocon 
Victoria. 

Lord Salisbury's practical speech, ao re- 
plete with common sense, will, no doubt, 
compel the lulvocates of Imperial Fed- 
eration (o come down from the cloiuls. 
They will have either tu abandon their pro- 
ject or prove that it ia practicable. Lord 
Salisbury has only revired tho demand for 
something definite and tangible that pruc- 
tical men have been making for a longtime. 
Till now the response of the Imperial Fed- 
erationists has been " Defmiteness at this 
stage of the agitation is not necessary, cut 
and ilrieil aelieines would ilo much more 
harm than good. You are in too great a 
hurry ; your demand is premature. " After 
what Lord Salisbury has said, cxcuaea for 
indefiuitencss and mistiness, however plaus- 
ible they may be, will not be accepted.

Act 49 Victoria, cap. 7-, provides for the 
licensing of sniult ships and other vessels for 
the purpose of fishin);, trading or currying 
loads ol any kind in the waters of Canada. 
Any vessel so licensed must have a regis- 
tered number, which, and the name of the 
place at whicli it was last licensed, must bo 
painted at the bow or stern in letters of not 
less than th:ee inches high in light color 
on a dark ground, und shall havo us license 
renewed on change of ownership. It was 
for not having curried out this law that Col- 
lector Mdne refcnlly detained the Ameri- 
can ploop, which he, however, released on 
sat i.sf.iclory explanations being made. The 
American law makes no provision for such 
licensing, ami in eoii.'-ei|iience all vessels be- 
lovv the tonnage jjiovided under this act are 
liable to seizuri^ di lv-utioii and loss. To 
provide against this and, to tender it po.'i- 
Bible for American mnill eraft to visit; the 
ports of lb itisli (.'uliiinbia, us .-onic of them 
arc now doing, \vitliout ln ing put to incon- 
venience, it is urged that the United .States 
<lovcrnment make a provision in the marine 
law similar to that which obtains here. It 
is admitted on all hands that there i.s a 
necessity for such licensing and the moat 
stringent regulations, owing to the number 
of craft under ten tons which are engaged 
in some sort of traflio l etweou tho two 
countries.

To TliK Editor: — The aliort correspond 
ciice tliut liiis tuUcu place in ymir colninna 
with regard to llie C. I'. R. steamers and 
Victoria lias done a great deal of good, for 
it has eU'eetually brushed aside .several mis- 
taken ideas. Your correspondent, " Im- 
jiorter, " for instanee, has a nmeli clearer 
mind now than when ho hegan the iliseus- 
sioii. In his last letter he— an anonymoua 
writer— tries three times to penetrate 
through the noin dc plume that "A Citizen'' 
wears. Would it be fair or gentlemanly in 
me to retaliate and to say that evidently 
" Importer" is a " tout" for iho Northern 
Pacific railway company 'i Yet "In-.porter," 
several times in his letters, " solicits a con- 
tinuance of favors " on their behalf. 

.Mr. Sorby also pu!l'a the Northern I'aciDc, 
for he advises everybody to follow his ex- 
ample and have their freight " routed " by 
the N. P., with a view to "routing" the 
Canadian Pacific out of the Proviueo. If 
other people would only do as he does, then, 
ho adcls, with dramatic cITect, in language 
magnificent and magniloquent, "the remedy 
is with us, let us rule our own destiny." 
" Victorian, " iu Sunday's paper,also shows 
a preference for the Northern Pacific, so 
what are wo to think ? One thin^ is certain, 
no friends of the Canadian Pacific Kailway 
have ever used the columDS of the Coi.ONisr 
to beg for freight. With "Victorian's" 
letter I cannot deal, becausd I cannot un- 
derstand it. Professiag to quoto from my 
letter, be twice in his short letter makes a 
mistake of $8,000,000, or £1,600,000 ster- 
ling, so I leave your readers to guess whut 
his inferences and argunteuts are worth. 

Beturning to " Importer's " first letter. 
When I found im it statements about the 
" untruth of the former assertions " of the 
0. P. R., thttt we had " put up with their 
. excuses" long enough, und that now wo 
must bind them " to the promises of the 
railvrny," and force them "to land mails, 

Eaasengers and/re.i;;hl at Victoria," (I quote 
is own words) I concluded, and SO did 
everybody else, that "Importer" meant to 
convey the idea that the C. P. R. Company 
promised to land freight hero and had 
broken their promise. This tardy adnnasion 
of "Importer's" tliat the C. P. R. never 
did make such a proniiec, I look upon as 
authoritative, as if it came from the lips of 
the President or the rioe-presideut of the 
Board of Trade, it should settle the matter 
among people of lesser decree for a few 
years to come. In fact, if nothing else 
comes of this controversy, this forced avowal 
of " In. porter's " is of the greatest potsible 
importance, in the face of tho statements 
one hears daily on the streets and reads 
pretty often in the letters of correspondents. 

" Importer" practically gives in tho other 
question as to the draft of the two Empres- 
aes. In his first letter he taid the liiitavia 
drew nearly 22 feet, and hud nodiHicully in 
connng in to the Outer Wharf, and so why 
could not tho "Japan" come in? In his 
second letter he admits that the "Japan" 
drew 25 feet, 10 inches, which is an advance 
and an improvement of 15 per cent. The 
positii;?] now is, tliat our harbor master.

PfiOPOSED CATHEDRAL COMPETI- 
TION. 

To TiiK KniToit : — Sir — From your issue 
of the ;!rd instant, I see that tlie new Christ 
church cathedral is likely to become a /ciit 
(ircotnpli, and it would really seem, either 
from an ecclcaiaatical or architectural point 
of view, impossible to over estimate the im- 
portance of having a cathedral of fine pro- 
portions, purity of detail and gothic feeling. 
This result, can, I think, only be obtained 
in one of two ways, viz : 

Ist. To get an ecclesiastical architect, of 
world wide reputation, to design and curry 
out the work, or, 2nd, to have a variety of 
designs sent in, (either by special invitation 
or by advertisements), from local architects, 
and then submit the whole of them to some 
well known eccleaiastical architect, of un- 
blemished reputation, to report upon, and 
either recommend one or condemn them all. 

Now, as to the first ])roposition, the 
church architects of eminence, in the .An- 
glican communion, arc all resident in Hug- 
land, and it would Inrdly lie pos;-ililc fur 
one of them to be engaged, for lie would 
not be aljle, in the naiui-e of lluiigs, tu su- 
perintend the works, which, in tlic nKiltur 
of a cathedral, is of vital impoi tauce. 

The second jiroposition, vi/., that of 
having a competition submitting the de- 
signs to an cix'lt'siastical expert, .sucnis niiirc 
fea.sibb', and it would ensure the best ilc- 
Bign beinir selected. I have never known a 
competition for a largo church conducted 
without the aid and consultation of an ex- 
pert. 

The completion of St. Clary's Cathedral, 
Kdinbro', .Scotland, is a case in point, where 
six aicldtccts, among whom were Sir (Jeo. 
(Jilbort Scott, H. A., (ieo. Edmund Street, 
K.A., and Wni. Hnrges.s, .■V.K, A., were in- 
vited to send in plans. Tho designs of these 
able architects were sulnnitted to Mr. K. 
Christian, the architect of the Kcclesiastical 
Commissioners, when the designs of Sir 
tieo. (iilbert Scott, R.A., were accepteil and 
adopted. 

There are probably fi/e or six church 
architects in Loudon, England, the docision 
of any ono of whom would be based on years 
of experience and study of this particular 
branch of arehiteotural practice, whoso 
opinion and advice, if followed, would en- 
sure the choice of not tho fineat looking 
design on paper, but that which, when 
erected and completed, would prove tho 
luost successful building, comfortable to 
worship) in, a pleasure to hear in from an 
accoustic point of view, and suitably ar- 
ranged for the services of tho church. 

A competition carried out on thcsn lines 
would bo fair to all competitors, and wliaL 
is of greater importance would icsull iu the 
building of a cathedral at once worthy of 
the (!hnrch, of the city, and t he inagnilicent 
.site upon which it is pi-oposed to erect it, 

Tlieri! surely could be no local architect 
who would olij(!ot to submit his desicns to 
an expert, whf n such men as .Scott, Street, 
Pearson, liurgess, and Harry have sub- 
ndtted lo sliniliir ordeals, unless he fears 
his practised eyes and caustic pen. 

As by profession not being an arcbiteet I 
may say 1 am not interested in this com- 
petition, but happening to know the facts 
of the last cathedr.il cimipetition, I thought 
it would not Le amiss tu utate tlicm.

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DEATH BY ELECTRICITY. 



Four Murderers Killed in the Elec- 
tric CUair at Sing Sing 
Prison. 



The Working of the Apparatus was 
Perfect— The Condemned Suf- 
fered no Pain. 



I Sisii SiNO. July 7.— The night of .suspense 
I gave wiiy about 3 o'clock to the brciiking of 
ft day wliich nouc doubled would mark the 
execution of one or more of the nieu await- 
int; dcith. Dayliglil broudcned, and there 
came with the morning light symptoms of 
lite about the prison. 

Inside the warden's house as lute as ;!::iO 
o'clock, liowcver, (luiet reigned more abso- 
lutely than at any time during the previous 
uiglit. The dymmios were not running, 
V-ind tlie prison had itJ usual appearance of 
quiet. The armed guard anil the group of 
newspaper men io the roadway were the 
only ren.indets of any unusual event to 
happen. 

About ■t:'J.") tlie engineer in the dynamo 
house, noilli of the prison, began firing up 
for n.ore steam with which to run the fast 
compound engine. Tlie black smoke rolled 
from the tall cliimney, and very soon clouila 
of steam sliowtil that the engineer was 
ready at any time to take his signal. In 
fact, by ."ii lO the dynamo was running ;it 
u steady pace, only waiting to bo increased 
us llif signals came. It was run for several 
minutes and then stopped, the test having 
evidantly been satisfactory. 

la the warden's house, in the meaiitinio, 
all till! almttcra had been closed, so that the 
moveiuenta of those within could not he 
seen, but there waB a suspicious stillness 
about tlie building that, coupled witli. the 
sound of the whirring of the dynan!>os, 
made I bo observers without all the more 
watcliful. The window blinds of the fcxocu- 
room were closed lightly, and no view could 
bo obtained of the interior, but it was 
known that about -1:1,3 a.m. breakfast had 
been served to the condenmed men in their 
cells, and to the witnesses in the warden's 
house. 

Slooum, the b'.iseball player, when awak- 
ened from bis last slcf p, was oflered food 
and then was instructed to prepare for 
death. Soon after he was led into the death 
chamber. Here the witnesses gathered. 

Slocum met his de*th br*vely. As near- 
ly OS could be leirned, his death was iiuick 
and painless. His bearing was that of fear, 
but he hud nerved himself to a point where 
he seemed indifi'erent. 

He vva? strapped firmly in the chair, and 
Vhcn i\\ was ready the signal was given 
which launched him into eternity. The 
working of the apparatus was perfect. It 
is said that there was no repetition of the 
frightful torture sufl'ercd by Kemniler. 

The sigUhl was given quickly wkon the 
unfortunate man was in the chair, the full 
current turned on, and in less time than it 
takes to tell, Slocum was dead. The elec- 
tric curitnt was kept on until the men of 
science pronounced him dead. Then his 
lifeless form was removed, and the chair 
' made ready for the next victim. The time 
of death was o'clock. 

The execution of Jugiro, the Japanese 
• v.gailor, was kf t until the last, in anticipation 
of a struggle. The expectation was realiz- 
^ ed. He did struggle witli the guards, but 
wa.s overcome, placed in the chair and sub- 
jected to the fatal current. 

The entire time consumed in executing 
■ the four men was one hour, Inenty-threu 
and one-half ndnutcs. 

The place of execution is a wooden struc- 
ture, fifty feet by twenty-eight, and it con- 
tains no furniture except the chair. Back 
of this is a partition, and here the execu- 
tioner will be concealed and awa tthesignul 
to send the electric current into the body of 
the condemned man as he sits strapped in 
the chair. 

Jugiro w as convicted December .3, 1889, 
for kdling a fellow Japanese sailor in a 
boarding house at No. 84 James street. 
Suite his conviction he has been grantedany 
number of stays of proceedings. His cose 
was taken lietoi c the United States supreme 
court, which ullirmed the decision of the 
State courts. Me has been four times stii- 
tenci'd to death 

Slocum is an ex-bascball player. He 
nuirdeied his wife at No. 1 II Roosevelt 
Et eet, January 1st, ISOO. His case was 
taken to the court of ujjpeals, which ullirm- 
ed the judgment of the lower court. He 
was to be executed during the week begin- 
ning March ICth I at, but WHS saved by a 
writ of habeas corpus. It was claimed that 
.Slocum hail not been properly reprcentcd 
s,. by coui 3;l. It was proved that his counsel, 
\i. J. Heiiitzi'lniiUiii, had never boiii ad- 
mitted to tiie bar. He advised .Slocum not 
to testify in his own behalf, and this advice 
it is charged, injured Slocum before the 
jury. The United States court, however, 
deeidrd iigaiiist .Slocum. 

.Siiiiler, who was an oflicer in the Salva- 
tion Army, was i-onvictccl i^ii Juno ."lOlli, 
1890, of killing Mi>g;;ie Drainey, one of his 
three wives, at No. 'JSl .Seventh avciiiie, on 
April 3rd previous. He was seiitoiiced to 
be electrocuted during tlie first week of 
August of last year. Several stays of pro- 
ceedings were granted him, and the United 
States courts were resorted to. Smiler lias 
been sentenced to death three times. 

Joseph Wood, colored, murdered a work- 
man, also colored, while both were om- 
jiloyed in the building of the aqueduct. 
The murder occurred Juno 17, 1889. For 
eleven months after Wood was arraigned 
anil pleaded not guilty ho lay in the Tombs 
without counsel and uwuiting trial. After 
his coiivietion the court of appeals aflirmed 
the juilgiiK'Ht and sentence. Then came the 
apiiliiat ion to ihc United .States circuit 
court for a wiit of halunt nn-ims -m\ thv 
ground that in the stloctiuii of grand and 
petit jurors who passed upon bis case all 
citizens of the race to wliii;li Wood belon^i d 
were left mil bi.'C.nuse of their rai'e. In llic 
decision denying the apijlicat i,.ii for the 
^ writ, I li'^ C'iUrl iuliiiiatcd that if it were 
true I hat citizens of African ilescoiil had 
been disci imiualed ag diist in the foriiiatii)ii 
of the jury lists a c-oiistilutioiwl right hail 
been ib'iiied to W.ioil. lint the court saiil 
that the proper way to raise lliut question 
was not by liabcan eorpm in the Uiiili d 
States courts, but by writ of error in the 
Statu courts. 



TOIili^KATlON AND LIUERTY. 

An edict or act of toleration is a grant of 
the civil foveniineiit, which authorizes re- 
ligious societies diHsenting from the .State 
religion to worshii) according to the dictates 
of ciinseieiici) without liability to perse- 
cution. Such un edict always presupposes 
a religion csiabliHlu'd by law and supported 
by the Slate, and the right of the State to 
control public woi>liip. Toleration may 
proceed from necessity, or from prudence, 
or from indilTereiice, or from liberality and 
i|anenlarged view of truth »ud right. It 
l»jn»y bo extended or withdrawn by the yov- 
Kiecomeut; but it is usually the entering 



wedge for religious liberty and legal equal- 
ity. 

There is a wide difference between toler- 
ation and liberty. The one is a concession, 
the other a right ; the one is a matter of ex- 
pediency, the other a principlo ; the one is 
u gift of man, the othor a gift of God. 

Toleration implies more or less censure or 
disapproval. We tolerate or endure what 
we dislike but cannot prevent. The most 
despotic governments are tolerant towards 
subjects who are too numerous or too useful 
to bo killed or exiled. Kussia tolerates 
Romanists, Protestants, Jews and Moham- 
medans. Turkey tolerates "Cbi-istiun dogs," 
and likes them to prey upon each other ; 
but woe to him in either country who apos- 
tutizep from the State religion, or attempts 
to induce any member of the same to apos- 
tasy. Toleration is first sought and granted 
as a favor, then ileniauded and conceded as 
a right, and at last spurned us an insult. In 
a free country nobody wants to bo tolerated 
for his religious opinions or saorad convict- 
ions. 

Religious liberty is a natural, fuDdaninntal 
and inalienable right of every man. It is 
founded in the sacredness of conscience, 
which is the voice of God in man, and above 
the reach and control of human authority. 
There is a law above all human laws. It is 
written nol on parchment and tables of 
stone, bill on llio heart of man by the finger 
of(;od. It is that law which commands 
with the call gorieal iiiiperalive, and which 
filled the philosojilicr Kaiil with cvci -grow- 
iug reverence and awe. " \Vc must obey 
tlod more than man." He and he alone is 
the uullior and lord of conscience, ami no 
[lower on earth has u riudit to interpose 
Itself between them. " Kvery man stands 
or falls to his own lord." Liberty of con- 
science rei|uire3 liberty of worsliip as its 
inmiifestatioii. I'o grant the former and to 
deny the latter is to imprison conscience 
and to proiniile, hypocrisy or iiilidelily. 
Religion is in its nature voluntary, and 
ceases to be religion in proporlioii as it is 
forced. tJod wants free worshippers, and 
no others. 

Toleration is an intermediate slate be- 
tween religious peisecution and religious 
liberty. Persecution results from the union 
of C'luirch and .State ; toleration, from a re- 
laxation of that union; full religious liberty 
and legal equality reipiire a peaceful separ- 
ation of the spiritual and socular powers. 

The theory of medieval Kurope was intol- 
erance and persecution ; the theory of mod- 
ern Europe is toleration ; the theory of 
North America is religious liberty and 
equality. The Papal Church is constitution- 
ally exclusive and intolerant, and treats 
every departure from it as damnable heresy 
and schism. On the Continent tt 
distinction is made between ofiBoial churches 
and tolernted sects ; in England, between 
the established churches and societies of 
dissenters. In the United States all forms 
of Christianity are equal before the law, 
and there is no distinction between church- 
men and sectaries, or dissenters. All enjoy 
the full right of self-government, and the 
protection of the laws of the land. — Dr. 
Schafl', in Religious Freedom.
